STRUGGLE FOR PEACE 


President McKinley States 


Position. Gratified at Milder 


Sentiment in Congress. 


His. Change 


Washington, March 31.—Congress will 


wait for the President. The wild excite- 
ment in that body whjoh accompanied 
the war resolutions has quieted rapidly. 
Speaker Heed turned the erliis yesterday, 
congress and the President will work in 
harmony from this time on. 


How long congress will wMt for results 


from President McKinley'i polity no one 
here knows. But a long wait will not 
be necessary. The president expects a 
decisive answer from Spain within a few 
days. The end of the week will bring it 
at the latest. If victory for the president 
is not shown by this answer, he will not 
ask congress to wait again. It would be 
almost impossible to curb the members 
after an unsatisfactory reply. 


The delegation of congressmen from 


the faction wanting an instant demand 
for free Cuba visit the president this 
afternoon* The prominent leaders, ex- 
pect that they will be satisfied after W- 
ing him to stay action till he gives the 
ward. The way will then be clear for 
him in what he called this morning the 
struggle for peace. 


It is thought that the orders issued from 


Havana last night and this morning re- 
scinding the inhuman reoonoentrado or- 
ders, and allowing the laborers to return 
tv. their country homes is a forecast of 
what Spain's answer to the president may 
be. Spain may claim that the island is so 
far pacified that the crowding into the 
cities is unnecessary. Also that the re- 
moval of these inhumanities takes away 
cause for our interference, I have heard 
congressmen speak of this, -jmd their 
declarations are firm. Asa bluff it will 
not work. 


TflK PRESIDENT SPEAK* 


To Members of CongreM. 


Tlielr aiUO.tr Sentiment. 


Washington, March 31.—The President 


stated the situation today to members of 
congress substantially as follows: 


The administration is simply waiting 


for definite responses from Madrid to ne- 
gotiations now in progress and all will 
depend on the effect of these. 


The alministration desires to avoid 


anything like undue haste in acting ia a 
matter so fraught with the gravest conse- 
quences. It is a struggle for peace so far. 
If national honor and dignity would per- 
mit, it was hoped that the issue would 
come to a definite and early adjustment. 


If it can be settled peaceably it will be 


gratifying, and if a satisfactory conclinioi 
cannot be reached within the day tbe ad- 
ministration will still hope for it to be 
effected before the week closes.

RESCINDING ORDERS 


General Situation 


Washington, March 31.— The president 


{fTwaitlng to find out whether Spam will 
accept the proposition made to the Sa- 
gasta government through Minister 
Woodford. *Ie has specifically repre- 
sented that the only measure which will 
satisfy the American people is the com- 
plete and absolute independence of Cuba, 
and that the easiest way to bring that 
about is for Spain to surrender the con- 
trol of the island to the Cubans and ac- 
cept in lieu of her sovereignty a money 
indemnity. The exact amount of 'that 
indemnity has not been suggested, but 
in the minds of the president and nig 
'advisers $200,000,000 would be the proper 
figure 


If Spain accepts this offer the with- 


drawal of her troops and the hauling 
down of her flag- must take place Imme- 
diately the terms are agreed upon. There 
win be no lonf^alay between the time 
of nominal acceptance and the actual 
•evacuation of the island by Spain. The 
president has also informed Spain that 
it ia necessary for her without delay to 
signify her intentions. 


That is the exact situation today, and 


until it is known whether Spain will 
agree to surrender the control of the 
island for money, it cannot be said 
whether peace will be maintained, or 
whether or not fflt United States will be 
forced to declare war in behalf of suf- 
fering humanity. 


The interest of Spain so plainly dic- 


tates a settlement which would avert 
a war for which she Is not ready, and 
which would inevitably result in the loss 
of Cuba, by accepting n settlement un- 
der which, insteal of losing $200,000,000 
more, she would get back $200,000,000 of 
what she has already lost, that President 
McKinley refuses to believe that she will 
not pocket her pride and make it. 


It ought to be distinctly understood 


that, while President McKinley has 
given his approval of the plan to have 
the Cuban* pay the Spanish govern- 
ment an indemnity for independence, 
according to the offer of General Go.mei, 
of 
$200,000,000, 
he has not 
offered 


it to Spain on behalf of the United 
States. It Is the proposition of finan- 
ciers who have taken up the suggestion 
•f General Gomez, the Rothschild* on U» 
other side and J. Plerpont Moifta «n 


Wnai IB practically a synfflc'ate raxing 
in the leading bankers of New York, 
London, Paris and Madrid, organized 
to promote the adoption and then the 
execution of the indemnity plan. 


The United States government has 


not made itself responsible in any of 
President McKinley's propositions for 
this scheme, although it may be drawn 
into o jhgatlons on its account, as the 
le^ 4.1 or moral guarantor, if 
Spain 


adopts it, as the Cubans have already 
done, and the United States may, there- 
fore, be lorced into close relations with 
the republic of Cuba to the extent of 
administering its fiscal affairs for the 
purposes of this plan, for it would not 
allow a foreign government or any com- 
bination of governments to interfere. 


It ought to be understood that the de- 


tails of the proposition which President 
McKinley hopes to see Spain accept yet 
remain to be worked out. He has not 
put them as definitely as the ne-n spaper_ 
have put them for him. He has said in- 
demnity, for example, but he has not 
named the amount of the indemnity, 
(and he has said that the steps to inde- 
pendence must be taken rapidly, but he 
has not named the exact time. 


Never before until now has the Spanish 


government even for a moment enter- 
tained such propositions. Now in the 
stress of the present emergency, with 
declarations of war introduced in the 
American congress, Spain has reluct- 
antly consented to consider them. This 
in itself has given lively hope of satis- 
factory results, but it involves a grave 
crisis in Spain, and it cannot be foretold 
what the final action at Madrid will be. 
Until yesterday it was believed that 
Spain would indignantly reject a' propo- 
b>tion involving the independence of 
Cuba or American intervention or the 
disappearance of the Spanish flag from 
the island either through purchase by 
the Cubans or otherwise. There was the 
best of reason for the official belief that, 
as between peace and war on these 
propositions, Spain would choose war, 
but more hope apparently is entertained 
here of Spain being in a yielding mood 
as the American plans for solution are 
being carefully weighed with a view to 
a final decision. As stated, that answer 
IE believed to only be a question of per- 
haps two or three days. "When it is re- 
ceived the future course of this gov- 
ernment will be determined. It is the 
view of the administration that the pres- 
ent week will shape the policy of the 
future, whether it is to be one of peace 
or one of war. 


Naturally this critical juncture has oc- 


casioned the greatest interest here, 
coupled with no little excitement as word 
was passed about that the last stage in 
the negotiations with Spain was reached. 
Many representative men of congress, 
eenators and representatives, called at 
the White House and conferred with the 


president. To the leaders in congress 
the president stated that definite re- 
sults were expected from Madrid by 
Friday, This served to allay the Intense 
feeling which had been manifested in 
congress, and through the influence of 
the leaders further action by the senate 
and house was for the time being de- 
ferred. 
At the casitol excitement was un- 


abated. The meeting of the senate 
committee on foreign relation* occas- 
ioned a, great deal of interest because of 
the many warlike resolutions which 
were referred to that committee. On 
the house side there was an Intensity of 
feeling. After the vote on the Bailey 


, resolution, many RepOMwans went to 


the White House to confer with the 
president and to express to him their 
hope that something might be promised 
which would relieve the strained situa- 
tion. The assurano* of the president 
was given to these members that by 
Friday night at the latest something 
definite could be expected. 


Th greatest secrecy prevails in many 


bureaus of the war and navy depart- 
ments in regard to the various projects 
of defense and naval movements now 
going on. Captain Crowinshleld oS the 
bureau of navigation has issued the fol- 
lowing order: "Officers, clerks and all 
employes of the bureau are forbidden to 
make public any Information concerning 
the movements of ships, or'ders to officers 
or other official business of the bureau 
except they have personal and explicit 
permission from me." 


The senate committee on foreign re- 


lations has agreed to postpone the com- 
pletion of the committee's work on the 
Cuban situation for a few days in order 
to afford time to the president to con- 
tinue his diplomatic negotiations with 
the Spanish authorities. This conces- 
sion was the result of a requett by the 
president, and It was granted without 
any murmur of dissent. Previous to 
this action the president had been very 
frankly informed that neither the com- 
mittee nor the senate would be disposed 
to acquiesce in any agreement for an 
armistice. This opposition is under- 
stood to have been made clear on behalf 
Of the joint Republican and Democratic 
steering committees <tf the senate, and it 
is understood to have been met with the 
response that this government would not 
press the mattor. 


The president freely admitted to visit- 


Ing senators that the negotiations with 
Spain were rapidly approaching a crisis, 
and folt quite confident a conclusion 
would be reached by Friday night at the 
latest. He asked that In view of this 
fact no action bo taken by either house 
until after that'Maje, or until the present 
negotiations oould bo brought to a clooe. 
The representations wore of a character 
to satisfy the cooamlttee.

Inhuman Order 


Washington, Mas** 31.— The Spanish 


legation here late last night received a 
cablegram from tbe governor general of 
Cuba saying that the captain general 
reported the pacification, of tbe eastern 
provinces so far advanced that it had 
been decided to rescind the reconcen- 
trado order in these provinces and allow 
all subjects of this decree to return to 
their homes in the country. 


To aid in the re-establishment of the 


reconcentrados upon their farms, the 
cablegram states, the government will 
grant them the protection of the Span- 
ish military forces, augmented by local 
relief committees to look after their im- 
mediate needs. Economic kitchens, it 
gays, are to be established to support the 
reconcentrados while waiting for their 
first crops to mature and they are to be 
furnished farming implements and seeds 
by the government. To supply them 
with ready money, such of them as are 
able will be given employment upon pub- 
lic works, and it is amegte'd by the au- 
thorities that these measures will result 
In the speedy rehabilitation of the rural 
communities in the "eastern provinces 
This cablegram w*» not made public till 
more than an hour after midnight, and 
no official comment upon it* significance 
could be sectored. 


The cabinet council has approved an 


open credit «f ^600,000 pesetas, to be 
placed at the disposition of General 
Blanco to be used in succoring neces- 
sitous reconcentrados and to facilitats 
moans of work for those willing to re- 
turn to t'^ur holdings, with the supply 
of needed advances to enable them to 
till the ground. 


Admit the Necessity. 


Madrid, March 31.— Today will de- 


termine, in all probability, what TV ill 


fi^al answer, to the represen- 


versy 'with the United States ana at 
least inferentially suggesting that the 
time was now opportune for European 
Influences to be exerted. It is said that 
this note ledto the utterances of Premier 
Hanotaux in the French chamber last 
Saturday, and has been the cause of the 
activity at European capitals within the 
last few days in connection with Span- 
ish-Amertcan aftairs> Up to the present 
time, however, no actual step toward 
mediation or intervention has been taken 
by any of the great powers, although 
there is little doubt that France stands 
ready to take the initiative if there is 
the slightest evidence that the United 
States government will view such a 
move with favor. The French ambas- 
sador at Washington, Mr. Cambof, has 
received no instructions directing him 
to tender the good offices of France. 
Nevertheless, taking the cue from the 
remarks of Premier Hanotaux, he has 
called on Judge Diy an<i has said that 
If this government at any time feels 
that the French government can aid in 
averting the present crisis and main- 
taining peace, he hac no doubt that 
France will readily undertake to exert 
such offices as will be acceptable to bnth 
powers. It is probable that suggestions 
have not taken a more formal shape 
owing to the delicate character of such 
overtures. A tender of good offices is 
one of the last resorts of diplomacy, 
when all other means of averting war 
seem to be at an end. There is addi- 
tional difficulty from the fact that when 
two nations are involved in a crisis ex- 
ternal influence may be presented as an 
Intrusion. There is reason to believo 
that no steps will bo taken by France 
unless it IB clearly shown in advance 
that the United States desires the 
friendly offices of other nations. 


The Spanish government baa earnest- 


ly hope* within the last week that some 
of the European powers, and more likely 
Austria and France, would take the 
Initiative without waiting to consult 
the desires of this government. This 
hope has prove* vain, however, and It is 
Mai* on high authority that recent ne- 
gotiations in Europe have disclosed 
positively that while the sympathy of 
some of the continental powers was with 
Spain, not one of them stood ready to 
espouse her 'cause by mediation or by 
arms. Most had been expected of Aus- 
tria owing to the dynastic relations be- 
tween Austria and Spain, the queen 
regent of Spain being an Austrian prin- 
cess and a cousin of the emperor of 
Austria. Up to the present time, how- 
over, Auatrla has not felt ready to take 
the initiative alone. The reports from 
Vienna, that the Austrian minister of 
foreign affairs had instructed the Aus- 
trian representative In Washington to 
co-operate in tbe steps to be taken by 
France, are not borne out by actual de- 
velopments. The Austrian minister has 
not been at ttie state department during 
the present week nor have suggestions 
In this line been received from him. It

Charles Lutwidge Hodgson, 
dear to a generation of young zeadors as 
Lewis Carroll, author of "Alice In Won- 
derland." An editorial note say S: 


Surely two names represent two very 


different men—one an English clergyman 
and for SO years lecturer on luuthoimitios j 
at Christ Church college, Osford, author \ 
of many volumes on his special subject, 
bonored by his fellows, and peer of Eng- 
land's distinguished men of learning; tho 
other tho merriest, quaintest of story toil- 
ers, whoso namo Is known everywhere by 
thousands of English speaking readers, 
young and old. 


Dear Lewis Carroll, bright, delightful, 


preposterous, gifted with a wonderful 
imagination, yet BO modest and shy that 
he told almost in a whisper the story of 
"Alico In Wonderland" that inailo nil 
England shako with laughter. "Through 
the Looking Glass" was i&suod, one niiiy 
Boy, as a profound puhlic secret, and ho 
sent bashfully, seorqtly, into tho world 
"Tho Hunting of tho Snark," ono of tho 
jolliest, most audacious little books ever 
written. To the very last their author 
shrank from any mention of theso delight- 
ful works as though they wero an offense 
to his other self—that profound, serious 
sohclar whoso discourses, lectures and be- 
wildering mathematical problems would 
have sent Lewis Carroll scampering into 
the first hiding plnce in'Wonderland. 


Quo day, about ten years ago, the writer, 


accompanied by a friend, stood in the 
large soinbur study of Mr. Dodgson in 
Christ Church college. As wo entered tho 
room we could see at first only the heavy 
table, with piles of pamphlets and gronb 
leather volumes upon it, and around it 
books, books and more books—ponderous 


| and worm eaten (wo felt sure they were 


worm eaten). 
Than a slight but stately 


figure rose from somewhere in tho shadow 
behind an open volume. With a nervous 
little cough he came forward, bowing so 
stiffly and with so slight a show of sur- 
prised delight at our coming that for an 
instant we felt awed and subdued. Next 
we realized that he was bashful, actually 
timid! But, later, his gentle voice, bis 
grave, kindly eyes and his gracious words 


' satisfied us, that he really was the man 
' whose genial letter, crossing the seas, had 


i made us regard him as a friend. 


Am on,-? other subjects, he spoke pleas- 


antly of St. Nicholas and of young Amer- 
icans, but when in the most delicate man- 
ner possible we ventured an allusion to 
"Alice In Wonderland" instantly his brow 
clouded—there carho a sudden reserve of 
manner, a silent, dignified "Spare me!"

versity, England, and not to a 
^ £ir- 


roll, author of "Alice's Advorui.iv.. and 
"Through the Looking Glass." Yes, it was 
the great thinker—the scholar and mathe- 
matician—whom we were visiting and 
who when our pleasant call was over 
solemnly bade us good by. And there was 
no thought of the March Hare or of Fa- 
ther William in our minds as we went 
softly down the dark stairway, out into the 
sunlight of tho graud old quadrangle of 
Christ Church college. 


And yet, do you know, we felt inwardly 


sure that in some brisk jabberwocky way 
Mr, Dodgson secretly loved little Alice and 
her adventures and at heart was not sor- 
ry, after all, that he had written them.

The Original Navel Orange Tree. 


Over in the orangery at the agricultural 


department is the parent tree of all tho 
navel oranges in the United States. Every 
orchard of navel oranges in Florida, Lou- 
isiana, Colorado, Arizona and California 
came from it. And tho shipments of this 
kind of fruit from California alone have 
reached 10,000 carloads a year. This par- 
ticular tree, which is still bearing, came 
from Eahia, Braail, but is said to be a 
native of southern China. William Saun- 
ders, tho horticulturist of the department, 
having heard that they had a &oodloss 
orange in Brazil, sent down for a plant. 
When it came it was oarof ully nurtured 
and grew with surprising vigor. The sec- 
ond year, when Mr. Saunders was on his 
way to the agricultural department ono 
morning he picked up in tho gutter back 
of the wholesale fruit market on Louisiana 
avenue n pocketful of ordinary decayed 
oranges.

They produced a bunch of 
thrifty little plants, upon which ho graft- 
ed buds from the,Brazilion tree and after- 
ward sent them to friends in California 
tnd .Florida who wero engaged in tho 
crango business.

doctor bugtiu his experiments wero difii- 
isult and iu muiiy cases imposbible to aj- 
eowplish. 


Briefly tbo appliance invented by tbi 


young doctbr is this: To tho pipe of an or- 
dinary fountain syringo ho has attached 
two nozzles. Through ono o£ these tho ir- 
rigating stream passes, and from the other 
tho wilier used in tho imputing proce&u 
ilows out. By tho uso of thi^o two noxzlcb 
and by kcojliiiK the reservoir of tho syringe 
lilled, an uninterruptedi]ow of water may 
bo maintained. 


When the reading of tho papor was con- < 


cludt'd, it was dincnissod by some of thi 
best known physicians in town. l)r. Hub- 
ert H. JVI. JJuwbnxii said thac until sur- 
gooua had learnud of the e^poriuient iiu. 
tho invention ihoy had not known of anj 
satirii'accory way 01 treating patients for 
shook followim* surgical operations. 


"Although so great, an advanco has betn 


mlido in tho science of surgery in the la.-,' 
buiidrod years," faaid Dr. Daw barn, "little 
has been added to fcho surgeon's knowledge 
of tioating shook. Many inoro person;, 
havo died of tho shock following the oper- 
ation than from all the other effects of the 
operation combined. Now that we have 
tho result of these experiments and this 
invention, wo need no longer fear death 
from shock. The doctor has experimented 
with a solution of salt in water. 
When I 


learned of the result of his experiments, I 
procured ono of his syringes fitted with the 
double tube. I havo used this in 12 or 14 
cas.es in the hospital after serious major 
operations. Tho operation performed, I 
would open a vein and irrigate it with tho 
saline solution. In every case the patient 
did not suffer from shock at all, and in 
each case the patient is now well. I do 
not think it would have been possible to 
save somo of theso patients from death 
from shock had I not known of the doc- 
tor's appliance and his experiments. For 
surgery I aount whet he 
s accomplished 


almost equal to the discovery of the vac- 
cine virus."—New York Sun.

An Earthquake Warms a Spring, 


And now another phenomenon can be 


attributed to the earthquake of last No- 
vember, which shook things so generally 
in Montana. In Helena it was repotted 
thnt a doaf mute had found speech as the 
result of the earth shaking itself. 


Senator Alex Metzel of Twin Bridges, 


or, as be calls it, Puller Springe, so ntyued 
from a famous hot spring on his ranch, 
says that the quake increased the temper- 
ature of the water of the springs a dozen 
degrees. The day after the earth trembled 
one of tbe senator's eons thought be would 
go out to the springs and take a bath, as 
was his custom. He got into the pool, and 
then he got out, for ho found the water 
unusually hot. 
A thermometer was 


brought into use, and it was found that 
the temperature was over 110 F. Before 
the earthquake it was along in tbe nice- 
ties. Several testa of the temperature tak- 
en since the earthquake have shown the 
same considerable increase over what it 
was before the earthquake. 


"I am firmly convinced that the in- 


ternal troubles that resulted in the earth- 
quake turned on a warmer supply of wa- 
ter and raised the temperature of my 
springs from 10 to 30 degrees," said Sen- 
ator Metzel. "Wehave been keeping track 
of the temperature of the springs for years. 
It never increased or decreased until the 
change that was noted the day after the 
earthquake. I was in the east at the time, 
so I cannot vouch for this part of the story, 
but the boys say that besides being warm- 
er tbe water for two days after the shock 
was milky white."—Helena Herald.

home of Captain Bobley D. Evans, "Fight- 
Ing Bob," who has been placed at the head 
of tbe Key West division of the north At- 
lantic squadron, is at Newport News, but 
he bai hosts of Acquaintances in New 
York, all of whom regard him With a de- 
gree of admiration that fulls only a little 
short of hero worship. A good deal has 
been printed of late concerning tbe pictur- 
esquonoss and the completeness 6t his vo- 
cabulary, and, as a taatter of fact, he is 
one of tho moat accomplished masters of 
strong language in existence. 


But It is well understood by those who 


know him .belt that Captain Evans pats 
tbs BtiSest Kind Of a bridle on his speech 
the moment something really serious oc- 
curs. In snob a case he shuts his month 
tight, bites bis ftps and says not a word 
more than is absolutely necessary. Mean- 
while his eyet are likely to flash fire, and 
before'the incident is over be i» pretty 
sore to aet decisively and effectively. .It 
has lately been stated in print tbat be got 
bis nickname from telling Naval Secre- 
tary Herbert, near tbe close of Mr. Cleve- 
land's second admiiistratlon, that he 
(Evans) would be glad to "make Spanish 
the most popular language to bell," but 
as a matter-of fact he was known as 
"Fighting Bob" away back in civil war 
times. 
Personal Foi»ti. 


"A curious point about Bob's profan- 


ity," said an intimate friend of his to me 
yesterday," is that he rarely applies it to 
men. That isn't because be is afraid. No 
one ever charged him with cowardice, I 
guess. But be would consider himself 
grossly insulted if some one should apply 
an oath to him, and he evidently holds that 
all self respecting men mask feel the same 
way. 


"The consequence is tbat while bis rep- 


utation for profanity is not in the least an 
exaggeration be rarely or never swears at 
a subordinate, in which be is vastly differ- 
ent from some naval officers who are pop- 
ularly supposed to be of tbe mildest possi- 
ble type as to speech. His men understand 
full well, however, that he is not to be 
trifled with in any circumstances, and bis 
discipline aboard ship is perfect.

Not tbat Walter Webb 
hasn't got head enough for the job, for be 
has. His mental qualifications are all that 
could b* desired, and bis nerve, which ia 
quite as essential as brains, is ample. But 
something besides brain and nerve is need- 
ed to carry on tbe duties assigned to the 
Central's third vice presidency, and tbat is 
beef. And Walter Webb is lacking in beef. 
Maybe his bead and bis nerve will carry 
him all right, but I'd feel mere certain of 
bis Anal rue-own if he had ft big body and 
plenty of beef."

a friend to Webb p*ih«K, made baste to 
carry him news of the comment. Contrary 
to the friend's expectation, instead of bo- 
coming indignant, the young man—Webb, 
was then under 40—trolled quietly and.'

The Prospective Struggle Between Bnulm 


and Japan Ukoly to Involve All Eu- 
rope—Russia's Disadvantage In the Mat* 
ter of Supplies—Plucky Uttle Japan. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—[Special.]— 


Not in many years bos there Beamed such 
a certainty as now that the peace of the 
world was about to be disturbed by con- 
flict of arms between thoroughly civilized 
nations. Tn addition to the troubles be' 
tween the United States and Spain, whiob 
are now just culminating, war is believed 
to be possible if not imminent between 
Japan and Bussia, and perhaps between 
Russia and England. If such a conflict n» 
this comes on, it is difficult to sea bow 
Germany, Prance and perhaps other Euro- 
pean powers can be kept out of it. Thera- 
fore it is not impossible the world will set 
during tho coming 12 months an era of 
war such as it has not witnessed before in 
the century which is now just coming to 
a close. If such wars do come, it is pre- 
dicted, they will be the most destructive 
conflicts ever waged by man. Men who 
have made a study of these things stand 
aghast when they reflect upon the oonoe- 
quonces, for war in these days ii a muob 
more terrible thing than it ever was be- 
fore. 


Not only are modern navies immeagur- 


ibly superior to the old navies in strength 
and effectiveness, but even upon land war 
is now likely to prove almost infinitely 
more destructive than ever before. Rapid 
fire guns and improved small arms apd 
projectiles have surely added to the mor- 
tality lists of every regiment or brigade 
that is now compelled to go under flre in 
comparison with the light losses sustained 
in earlier engagements. I have heard ex- 
perts say that if the great nations go to 
war once more that will practically be the 
end of fighting within the realm of civi- 
lization, for the loss of life and destruction 
of property will be so groat that thence- 
forth it will be practically impossible to 
get up a war. 
* 


Knula and Japan. 


Diplomatists say they have little donbt 


that during the nest 13 months Bussia 
and^Japan will be at each other's throats. 
The issues between them growing out of 
Russia's encroachments in eastern Asia it 
appears are almost beyond settlement. 
It 


is a struggle to the death between them. 
Contrary to the general impression, the 
Japanese are not afraid of Bussia. Just 
now Bussia is the leading power in Eu- 
rope, so far as military strength and diplo- 
matic prestige are concerned. It has a 
population of 130,000,000 and a standing 
army of about 1,000,000 men, with a pos- 
sibility that on a war footing this groai 
host will be increased to 3,500,000. Ap- 
parently Russia is as much stronger than 
Japan as tho United States is stronger 
than Spain, but actually the discrepancy 
is not so great. 


It must bo remembered that if war cornea 


between tbe two powers Bnssia will ba 
compelled to carry on operations in east- 
ern Asia. She must defend Siberia and 
Korea, and if she is to inflict any serious 
damage upon her enemy must go all tha 
way round tbe continent to attack the 
Japanese In Japan. It is a very serious 
matter for Bussia to attempt to send 
armies across Siberia. If tbe railway across 
Asia were completed, the problem would 
not be go difficult, but according to the 
latest reports it will take two years more 
to finish it. Japan does not propose to 
wait for its completion. Once tho Trane- 
eiberiau railway is done, Bussia will b« 
roaster of Asia, and the statesmen of Japan 
know it. For just this reason diplomatic 
authorities expect tho collision will come 
during tho coming summer. They nay 
Bussia would like to postpone the conflict 
till her railway is completed, and is actual- 
ly contriving for that end. But Japan

Bussla'a Disadvantage. 


Russia has a greater fleet than ^apan, 


but'floeta are nothing without coal. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for the Russians to take 
thair fleets to Pacific waters. In the first 
place, they have no coaling stations en 
routo. In the second place, they could not 
get coal in sufficient quantities after thulr 
arrival. 
Germany found that out co her 


cost when Prince Henry started for the 
Asiatic waters with his squadron, after 
such n vainglorious parting from his 
brother, the kaiser. All the way out the 
German ships were dependent upon Brit- 
ish coaling stations for new supplies of 
fuel. Japan, on the other haiidj la firmly 
intrenched behind her modern fleet, with 
ample supplies of coal and very good for- 
tifications for defense of her coast line. In 
the event of a naval engagement she would 
have a great advantage over the Russian 
fleets, and the probabilities are would at 
first at least gain an important victory. 


Eussia would have the game trouble in 


forwarding troops and supplies. 
The 


Japanese thoroughly understand the difu- 
culty which the Bussians would encounter 
in carrying on military and naval opera- 
tions ao far from their base, and, notwith- 
standing the bigness and apparent im- 
pregnability of Bussia, they are- not in tha 
least afraid of the great bear. 


Other Powers Involved. 


Japan knows, too, that if she engages in 


war with KussJa in defense of her Asiatic 
rights it will not be lonj? before other Eu- 
ropean powers are involved. England 
would be a host in any such conflict be- 
cause of her superior navy and the elabo- 
rate system of coaling and outfitting sta- 
tions which British foresight has for many 
years been engaged in building up in all 
parts of the world. France has a great 
navy, too, but in the ability to operate 
effectively far from home ifc is greatly in- 
ferior to ths British navy. 


If war comes between Spain and the 


United States this very question of opera- 
tion EO far from base will inure to the ad- 
vantage of the United States. As I have 
already pointed out in these dispatches 
Spain will in all probability find herself 
out of coal and unable to secure new sup- 
plies on this side the Atlantic within a few 
weeks after the opening of hostilities. Un- 
less she can capture an American port or 
retain control of Havana or some other 
important Cuban seaport, she will soon 
be bora du combat for lack of fuel in the 
bunkers of her ships. The only thing that 
would save Spain would be a naval vic- 
tory at the very outset so complete and 
damaging as to give her mastery of tho 
American coast line and of Cuban ports.

The discovery of the last ten years which 


has most occupied the attention of the 
professional astronomer is that of the va- 
riation of latitudes everywhere on tho 
surface of tho earth, the law of which has 
been worked out by Chandler. The varia- 
tion does not involve any change in the 
actual distance of points on the surface of 
our globe from each other, but only in the 
position of the axis of rotation. If an ob- 
server could station himself at tho north 
pole and erect; a stick at the precise point 
around which the earth was at any mo- 
ment rotating, he would find this point to 
remain nearly in the same position all day 
or perhaps for a few days. But in the 
course of weeks he would find it to change 
its position, and by continuing his ob- 
servations through a period of several 
years he would find it to move round a 
central point in a somewhat varying and 
irregular curve, making a complete revo- 
lution in about 14 months. 


The greatest distance from the central 


point might be 25 to SO feeb; but the radius 
of the circle in which the pole moves 
ranges between this distance and almost 
nothing. An observer iu 1863-4, or se\o'i 
years later, in 1891-3, would have foui-cl 
the distance about 80 feet. But durin ' 
tho following re\olution, the polo, while 
keeping up its rotation, would have ap- 
proached very near the central point, so 
that during the years 1S87-8 and 1894-5 
the amount of change was very small. 
I£ 


Chandler's prediction bo verified, tho va- j 
riation is now again approaching its lar- , 
gcst value, and during 1S98 will be aa ; 
large as it ever was. The probable cause i 
of the deviation is found in the annual 
changes undergone by tho motion of tho 
great masses of air on (he earth's surfnce, 
combined with tho deviation of tho earth 
itself from a perfect sphere. — Professor 
Newcomb in Forum. 


A Discredited

Tageblatt throws cold water on the exag- 
gerated reports of tho discovery by Profess- 
or Marucchi of a drawing of tho cruci- 
fixion on an ancient wall in tho Eternal 
City. 
He says that the sketoh is BO faint 


that the outlines of the cross as well as of 
the persons surrounding it can bo irsado 
out only with tho aid of a magnifying 
glass, and then very inArfeotly. 
To de- 


cipher tho scone supposed to be represent- 
ed, to gay nothing of the inscription, re- 
quires a strong imagination, So far ns 
the persons represented are concerned, it 
is quite impossible to make out what they 
are doing. 
Tho hammer that Professor 


Marucchi thought he EHW in the hands of 
ono of the soldiers climbing upon the cross 
might just as easily be a flag. Beneath 
this figure is to be read tho narao "Mistil- 
1ns," or something like it. In the upper 
left hand corner are to be seen the Roman 
numerals XI, IV find V. A ladder ia 
leaning against both crosses represented,' 
and it is quite possible that tho picture 
may bo of a scene aboard ship. Of tha 
supposed figure of Christ the correspond- 
ent could seo nothing at all. He could 
read plainly the name "Pi lot us." Plainly 
also appears through tho confused moss of 
half obliterated Latin and Greek inscrip- 
tions, though partly injured by dilapida- 
tion of the wall, the name "Crestos" 
(Cbristni), behind which a large picture 
of a hammer plainly appears. Tho en- 
trance to tho room where this wall draw- 
ing ia found is under thA «nnailed "Bridge

Recollections ot a Wosnan Still luting Wto 


Mot the Famous Trio In Wa»lilas:tt>n. 
Mrs. \\jlliani Armstrong Davison, now 


in hor eighty-fifth jenr, Ihos in Jeiferson 
City. 
She \va» a con j-iciaous woman in 


fctj sociaty of Washington in the times of 
Clay, vVei'G'.ej; and others who made his- 
tory. 


Of Webster she says: "He was the moat 


unusual looking man I ever saw, his dark 
Ekin end beetling brows having earned for 
him the cognomen of 'filt.ck Dan.' In 
manner and dress ho vfesn ost scrupulous. 
His coat, modeled on the Bj'ronic lines of 
the times, was blue in color, ornamented 
with brass buttons. He was a noticeable 
figure anywhere. I was not surprised 
when afterward I btard his speeches in 
the senate chamber, whoro sir years before 
bo had made himself famous in his cele- 
brated reply to Hayne of South Carolina, 
with his wonderful gift of oratory and a 
voice ponderous in volume. I bsoame per- 
sonally conscious of t'nac feeling of awe 
which caused his opponents to consider 


• him in oratorical com but one of tho most 
formidable of adversaries. 


"During one of ray visits to the senate 


Mrs. Linn and I were being ushered to 
the Whig sido of the house when wo saw 
approaching us Dr. Linn and ft tall and 
exceedingly handsome man.

Ono of my bonnets was a coal scut- 
tla ghape of cream velvet, surmounted by 
high standing white plumes. The men 
wore colored coats with brass buttons, 
fanciful waistcoats and soft white Byron 
collars, with black silk stocks."

of whom she has eight living (her home le 
with the eliiest, Dr. A. C. Davison), and 
nearly every one among her grandchil- 
dren, has somo trophy of those bygone 
days. 
Brocndca, laces, berthas, old fans, 


a cable chain of gold with monocle attach- 
ed, har Deciding gown waist, in which her 
granddaughter and namesake has bean 
pbotograpl ed, o garnet and turquoise bead 
reticule, which she bestowed upon me—all

THE STAMFORD CHURCH FIRE, 


Cause Still a Mystery. 


$7,000. 


Loss Is About 


The cause of the fire which destroyed 


the Stamford Baptist church yesterday 
afternoon, an account of which was given 
in yesterday's TKANBOEUPT, is stiil a mys-' 
tery. The flre started ia the basement 
of the church, but the flames spread so 
rapidly that little could be done except to 
save the windows and the furniture. No 
one was known to have beeu in the lower 
part of the church for some time, and an 
investigation will probably be made of 
the mystery.

The president would act on tho 
assumption that there is no militia in 
existence.

If your height is above 5 feet 10 inches 
and your weight more than 165 pounds, 
you may join the artillery or infantry, 
but not the cavalry.

In New 
York, where be was born and still lives, 
he is better known as Joseph F. Loubat. 
His title was conferred upon him by the 
pope in recognition of Mr. Loubat's gen- 
erous gifts to the ohuroh of Borne.

first he was given the title of count and 
then of duke. 


Mr. Loubat inherits his friendship for 


America and its institutions. His father 
was a very rich American who at the 
time of our civil war (lid more than any 
history will ever record to prevent the 
recognition of the Confederacy by the Em- 
peror Napoleon. 


Although Mr. Lonbat has previously 


contributed books and money to Columbia, 
he is not a graduate of that institution, 
having studied abroad, principally at tne 
University o£ France.

He is popular in Pittsfield, 
where his service as chief of police has 
been a long one. Many seem to think 
that he would make the strongest show- 
ing of any man in the county against 
Sheriff Fuller, whom it is recognized will 
be a hard man to fight. 


Other possible candidates have been 


mentioned, but it is admitted that the 
Democratic nominee will be from Pitts- 
fie'd. Local men have heard an occa- 
sional word from the more southern part 
of the county, and Lee is understood to be 
pining for a chance t? name a man. The 
name of John F. Van Densen of Pittsfleld 
is also aSain heard, this time as a man 
who would possibly like to take "the field 
for sheriff. 


Meanwhile Republicans are watching 


with interest for the appointment of 
deputy here, as on it may depend much 
in the coming election. The diverse in- 
terests represented make it certain that 
feelings are going to be hurt whoever is 
appointed, but it is believed that the 
sheriff will make more friends by an ap- 
pointment of a man chosen on his own 
merits rather than on the strength of his 
support. The Republicans are confident 
that the sheriff's record and ability will 
secure his re-election, and the early figur- 
ing of the Democrats show that fears are 
in the same direction.

COLLEGE A6AINST TOWN, 


Hearing on Williams College Taxation. 


Strong Statements From Town, 


The committee on taxation clooed the 


hearing in Boston Wedneiday on the pe- 
tition of Williami college for the exemp- 
tion of profesiore" houses from taxation 
when they are used for college purposes. 
Williamstown was further represented in 
o$feosition to the petition. Ex-Senator 
Hiokox of Williauistown spoke ugainst 
the further legal recognition of exempted 
propery of the oless. 
Representative 


Crouch of Northampton also opposed the 
desired exemption. He criticised the col- 
leges because they disseminate free trade 
sentiments in the community. 


The case for Williams college was ar- 


gued by Bentlay Av. Warren. lu contra- 
diction of the statement that the college 
authorities were not disposed to press the 
petition, ho presented a signed statement 
from 14 of the 17 trustees of the college 
saying tbat they were in favor of the 
petition and that It represented the opin- 
ions of the president and trustees. Far- 
ther, President Carter and Judges Parker 
and Dewey had been appointed a com- 
mittee with full power in the matter and 
they had signed a statement that they 
were in favor of the petition and believed 
that it represented the opinion of the 
trustees and officers of the college. 


He presented the following statistics 


regarding the financial relation of the 
college to the town:— 


The alleged increase in exempted real 


estats of Williams college has not ex- 
ceeded the ratio of increase of real estate 
valuation of the whole town. (The fipt- 
nres giving the increase in college real 
estate are Attorney Smith's; the town 
figures are from the reports of tho secre-

The arguments for the town were pre- 


sented in writing, and made a clear state- 
ment in answer to the arguments of the 
college. 


The s upreme court decision that cities 


and towns have not the right to exempt 
property for a proposed local advantage, 
wonld hold good in the college exemption 
as in any other, save where the state 
cherishes for the good of the state. The 
fact that all church property except a 
church edifice is taxed the same as like 
property of others, holds good the remon- 
strants' general contention. 


"The Legislature" the statement said, 


'would Hardly entertain the proposition 


• o vote a sum of money te each institution 
that would bear interest sufficient to 
equalize and offset the exemption asked 
for in this bill, and the increased demand 
it carries, tfor Instance, $30,000 to Wil- 
liams college bearing 5 per cent, interest, 
or $1500 a year to meet the professors' 
hon»o exemption, so the town would not 
suti~r; then consider the amonntnecessary 
to cover all the state wonld cherish in its 
institutions. The proposition would not 
be entertained, bat ii the petitioners are 
sound in their request, this is what they 
actually ask you to grant," 


A public school teacher is as deserving 


of exemption of tax on the house he or 
she owns and occupies, but no one pro- 
poses such a thing, or would it be just, 
simply because, of occupation, any mere 
than the minister on account of his sphere 
of life. Citizens of Williamstown make

Under Provisions. 


The new tea regulations whioh went 


into effect a few months ago through an 
act of congress are not doing all they were 
expected to do in the way of preventing 
the sale of impure, spurious and adul- 
terated teas. 
The regulations provide 


that all teas containing a certain per- 
centage of dust, determined by a sieve 
test, or showing "scummy ' matter, de- 
termined by an infusion test, shall be 
dsbarred entry at any port in the United 
States. 


Dealers, however, say that the scope of 


the law is not great enough. They find 
that teas far below thestanoards provide! 
by the government are being offered for 
sale, and investigation shows tbat very 
large stocks of tea are held that could not 
possibly oome in under the provisions of 
tho new law. Some of these taas were 
imported in anticipation of the passage 
of the law, but many of them have been 
held here for years—an unsalable article, 
but now being foisted on tho public. The 
discussion in progress has again called 
attention to the machine madstsas grown 
in Ceylon and India. In addition to the 
fact that in all the processes of manipula- 
tion, they are handled by machinery, thus 
obviating contact with the hand, they go 
to the consumer in the virgin state, no 
artificial coloring matter being used in 
their preparation. The consumption year 
after year shows a phorioniouaJ increase, 
due to their innate merit!!, purity and 
cleanliness.

ROAD MACHINE AND CHEMICAL, 


City Officials Make a Tour of Inspec- 


tion in Other Cities. 


Mayor Oady, Commissioner Emigh and 


Chief Engineer Byars took a business trip 
Wednesday to Troy and 
bany. M. W. 


Moaeley of Eagle Bridge, -1. Y., agent for 
the new western reversible road machine, 
boarded the train at that place and be- 
tween there and Troy the negotiations for 
the purchase of a machine, whioh had 
been pending for some time, were closed. 
The machine is considered by Commis- 
sioner Emigh the best in use. It is well 
constructed and easily handled and has 
various new features whioh are believed 
to 
be practical and 
valuable. 
The 


machine is manufactured by the Western 
Wheeler Surface company of Aurora, 111, 
The price is $260, bnt some reduction was 
secured and the city's old road machine, 
which had not been used for some years 
was traded in. The machine will be de- 
livered in a day or two and will be set up 
and ready for use early next week. 


In Troy and Albany the flre department 


headquarters were visited and chemical 
engines were inspected. Tte commis- 
sioners and chief engineers gladly gave 
all the information they could and also 
got out the engines and sho wed how they 
work. The chief engineer in Albany aaid 
that in response to 218 alarms since the 
engines went iatc ass in that city the 
hose had been used bat 12 times, and he 
considered that the engines had paid for 
themselves several times over. Troy has 
not used the engines as long as Albany 
has, bnt is equally pleased with them. 
There are four or five of the engines in 
use in Albany. The local officials were 
favorably impressed by what they learned 
and it is highly probable that a chemical 
engine will aoon be added to the flre ap- 
paratus of this city.
